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MELENDY  POND  AUTHORITY 
REPORT  FOR  1979  TOWN  REPORT 


The  assessed  valuation  of  property  on  the  Melendy  Pond 
Authority  for  1978  was  $373,300.00,  with  an  anticipated  tax  re- 
turn to  the  Town  of  $8,548.57. 

Grading  of  the  access  roads  was  done  in  the  fall. 

At  the  request  of  the  Authority,  biologists  from  the  New 
Hampshire  Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Control  Commission 
made  a  study  of  the  water  quality  of  the  pond.  Their  analysis 
showed  algae  was  not  as  bad  as  previously  reported. 

The  Authority  has  been  notified  by  the  Selectmen  that  the 
purchase  of  the  Morrill-Lord  tract  of  110  acres  has  been  final- 
ized. The  financing  of  this  parcel,  to  be  used  for  conservation 
and  recreational  purposes,  was  assisted  by  a  grant  of  $4500.00 
from  the  Melendy  Pond  Authority. 
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REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FOREST  FIRE  CHIEF 
AND  YOUR  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

For  more  than  80  years,  a  cooperative  effort  between  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire  and  local  forest  fire  authorities  has 
created  a  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  program  that  is 
recognized  as  superior  throughout  the  United  States. 

Since  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were  written  in  1895,  the  state 
and  local  community  governments  have  worked  together  to 
prevent  and  combat  forest  fires. 

Today,  249  forest  fire  wardens  and  more  than  1,800  deputy 
wardens  are  appointed  every  three  years  by  the  State  Forester  to 
work  with  the  members  of  the  State  Forest  Fire  staff  In  this 
effort.  State  funds  are  used  to  pay  one-half  the  cost  of  forest  fire 
suppression  costs  Incurred  by  local  forest  fire  organizations, 
within  pay  rates  established  by  the  Governor  and  Council.  State 
funds  matched  by  local  funds  are  used  to  purchase  hand  tools 
to  suppress  forest  fires,  to  train  local  forest  fire  crews  and  In 
forest  fire  prevention  work. 

All  outside  burning,  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with 
snow,  is  permitted  only  after  obtaining  a  written  fire  permit  from 
your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden.  Penalty  for  burning  without  a 
permit  when  one  Is  required  is  a  misdemeanor  punishable  by  a 
fine  up  to  $1,000  or  a  jail  term  of  up  to  one  year  or  both.

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POLICE  DEPT.  REPORT  FOR  1978 

The  year  of  1978  has  been  a  very  active  year  for  the  Police 
Dept.  Increases  in  burglaries,  motor-vehicle  investigations, 
motor-vehicle  accidents,  assaults,  arrests  and  juvenile  prob- 
lems. All  types  of  complaints  are  on  the  increase. 

Because  of  the  necessity  of  the  many  hours  involved  and  the 
mileage  covered  for  the  proper  coverage  of  the  Town,  I  have 
applied  through  a  grant  from  the  N.H.  Highway  Safety,  for  a  fully 
equipped  cruiser.  Due  to  the  increase  in  requests  to  have  the 
Town  better  patrolled,  and  due  to  the  required  equipment  and 
insurances,  it  is,  in  my  opinion  less  expense  to  the  Town  to 
have  a  town-cruiser  than  for  officers  to  use  their  private  cars. 

Many  of  the  citizens  of  Brookline  have  approached  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  and  the  Police  Chief  to  apply  for  a  grant,  through 
the  Governor's  Commission  on  Crime  and  Delinquency  and 
Highway  Safety  for  an  appointed  full-time  officer.  This  applica- 
tion for  a  grant  has  been  applied  for,  but  a  vote  of  the  Town  is 
required  before  any  further  action  can  be  taken. 

In  respect  to  my  officers,  with  their  able  assistance  and  their 
time  involved  as  part-time  officers,  I  wish  to  express  my  grati- 
tude for  making  it  possible  to  have  successfully  achieved  over 
ninety  percent  coverage  on  the  increase  of  activity  required  by 
the  Department  during  this  year. 

It  is  getting  difficult  to  find  new  officers  for  the  department, 
as  the  requirements  for  training,  such  as  police  education 
courses  in  Court  Procedures,  Investigations,  Report  Writing  and 
knowledge  of  the  State  and  Town  Laws,  require  many  hours  of 
study  before  an  officer  is  qualified  to  serve  as  a  Police  Officer. 
Each  year  the  training  requirements  for  qualified  police-officers 
is  getting  greater.  These  requirements  no  longer  allow  un- 
trained, unqualified  officers  to  serve  in  this  capacity. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  many  citizens  in  their  effort  to  make 
Brookline  a  safer  place  to  live  through  their  co-operation  and 
support  to  this  Department.

SUMMARY  OF  ACTIVITIES  FOR  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  Brookllne  Volunteer  First  Responder  Association  has 
continued  to  serve  the  community  during  1978,  the  first  full  year 
with  our  own  town  ambulance.  Emergency  medical  services 
were  requested  80  times  by  residents,  visitors  or  transients. 
Treatment  and  transportation,  when  needed,  to  nearby  hospital 
emergency  rooms  was  provided  by  the  First  Responders,  three 
of  whom  were  on  duty  at  all  times. 

The  change  in  the  Towns'  emergency  communication  sys- 
tem in  June  resulted  in  a  more  flexible  means  of  alerting  the 
duty  crews  when  help  was  requested.  Fourteen  pagers  were 
authorized,  purchased  and  placed  in  service  in  July.  Until  funds 
are  made  available  so  that  each  member  is  equipped  with  a 
pager,  members  arrange  to  transfer  units  between  themselves. 

All  members  of  the  First  Responders  continue  to  keep  their 
skills  current  by  taking  part  in  monthly  training  sessions  and 
attending  seminars  and  other  training  conducted  by  various 
medical  emergency  organizations  in  the  area.  All  members  have 
been  recertified  in  cardio  pulmonary  resusitation  (CPR)  during 
the  year.  Four  additional  members  successfully  completed  the 
Emergency  Medical  Technician  (EMT)  course.  A  number  of  new 
members  have  been  trained  in  Advanced  First  Aid  and  Emer- 
gency Care  and  CPR  and  have  filled  vacancies  in  the  organiza- 
tion created  by  normal  attrition.  At  the  close  of  1978  thirty  three 
(33)  active  and  dedicated  members  of  the  First  Responders  were 
on  the  roster,  ready  and  willing  to  provide  emergency  medical 
assistance  in  Brookllne.

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SUMMARY  OF  1978  ACTIVITIES  OF 
SOUHEGAN  REGIONAL  LANDFILL  DISTRICT 

The  District  has  continued  the  engineering  study  of  the  re- 
maining land  available  under  lease  from  the  Town  of  Amherst  to 
determine  the  extent  of  the  usable  space  for  landfill  purposes. 
While  the  space  now  being  used  will  last  for  several  years,  the 
District  feels  plans  must  be  formulated  to  determine  the  direc- 
tion of  future  methods  of  refuse  disposal.  A  sequence  of  opera- 
tions and  design  data  is  expected  to  be  submitted  to  the  proper 
State  Departments  early  in  1979  and  preliminary  discussions 
indicate  approval  of  the  plan.  When  the  plan  is  approved,  an  area 
about  three  times  the  size  of  the  original  area  will  be  opened  up 
for  landfill  use.  This  will  require  the  removal  of  thousands  of 
cubic  yards  of  fill  before  the  new  area  can  be  prepared  for  use. 

Some  small  progress  has  been  made  by  the  sending  towns 
in  encouraging  their  citizens  to  bring  refuse  to  the  collection 
sites  during  the  week  rather  than  concentrating  their  visits  to 
Saturday  and  Sunday.  Much  more  must  be  done  in  spreading  the 
load  of  refuse  particularly  as  the  population  grows.  The  change 
in  habits  is  insignificant  compared  to  the  change  in  habits  im- 
posed on  citizens  where  compulsory  separation  is  mandated. 

Voluntary  recycling  continues  and  is  increasing  in  some  Dis- 
trict towns  and  every  encouragement  should  be  given  to  every- 
one to  participate.  Every  cubic  foot  which  can  be  kept  out  of  the 
landfill  will  be  of  benefit  to  everyone  in  the  District. 

During  a  discussion  with  the  Municipal  Services  Division  of 
the  Department  of  Revenue  Administration  in  Concord  regarding 
their  audit  of  the  District  records  they  commented  that  our 
budget  appeared  inadequate  to  cover  emergencies.  It  turns  out 
they  were  right  as  1978  ended  up  with  a  deficit.

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PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 

The  opening  of  the  1978-1979  school  year  brought  about  a 
dramatic  change  in  classroom  assignments  for  students.  Pupils 
in  grades  three  and  four,  and  pupils  in  grades  five  and  six,  were 
placed  in  combination  classrooms.  The  teaching  staff  spent 
several  months  preparing  for  this  change,  and  as  a  result  of  the 
teacher  preparation,  student  and  parent  co-operation,  the  com- 
bination class  concept  has  been  very  successful. 

A  Resource  Room  program  was  developed  to  provide  the  spe- 
cialized services  required  by  the  educationally  disabled  stu- 
dents. Mrs.  Elizabeth  Eaton  was  hired  as  the  Resource  Room 
teacher  and  is  responsible  for  developing  and  implementing  in- 
dividual educational  plans  for  each  student  in  the  Resource 
Room. 

Parent  Volunteers  continue  to  be  an  important  aspect  of  the 
Elementary  School.  Volunteer  Teacher  Aides,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Barbara  Coon,  and  Lunch  Volunteers,  under  the  direction 
of  Diane  Fish,  involve  many  parents  and  community  people  in 
becoming  a  part  of  the  total  educational  program  of  the  school. 
Mrs.  Frances  Kowalski  continues  to  do  an  excellent  job  as  our 
Volunteer  Librarian.  With  the  help  of  several  volunteer  aides,  the 
library  is  able  to  be  kept  open  to  serve  the  students  of  our 
school. 

The  Enrichment  Program  for  grades  five  and  six  continues  to 
challenge  students  beyond  the  scope  of  the  regular  classrooms. 
Several  students  are  afforded  the  opportunity  to  become  in- 
volved in  Advanced  English  and  Algebra.  Once  again,  this  pro- 
gram is  supported  by  volunteers.  A  special  thanks  to  Sharon 
Dean,  who  is  in  charge  of  the  Advanced  English  portion  of  this 
program. 

We  try  to  involve  many  parents  and  friends  in  all  areas  of  the 
school  program;  whether  it  be  through  the  many  volunteer  pro- 
grams or  Student  Council  activities.  We  feel  that  this  involve- 
ment is  an  essential  part  of  any  educational  environment.  We 
thank  all  the  townspeople  for  their  interest,  understanding,  and 
cooperation  for  making  the  Brookline  Elementary  School  an  im- 
portant part  of  the  community,  as  it  should  be.

This  year  has  been  one  filled  with 
many  educational  "happenings",  some  of  which  will  be  men- 
tioned. The  school,  as  pointed  out  in  the  principal's  report,  has 
had  many  changes,  both  program  wise  and  staff  wise. 

The  day  of  accountability  is  here,  and  we  have  been  working 
jointly  with  Mollis  in  the  development  of  our  Accountability 
Plan.
